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A system for treating mitral valve regurgitation comprising 
the device for treating, a delivery catheter for delivering 
the device and a locking mechanism for locking the device in 
a reduced configuration. The device comprises a flexible 
tubular member including a through lumen and a plurality of 
sidewall openings and a barb assembly including a filament 
extending through the tubular member's through lumen and a 
plurality of barbs coupled to the filament and extending 
along the tubular member's plurality sidewalls 
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filament with the shape of a hollow tube 
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A device for treating mitral valve regurgitation wherein the 
tubular member has a plurality of notches 
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A device for treating mitral valve regurgitation including a 
flexible tubular member having a temporary barb disposed at 
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A device for treating mitral valve regurgitation including a 
reshaping cord being threaded through a cord ring disposed 
at the distal end of the device 
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
